‘Citizen’ award goes to 
Howard Wagner tonight 


Two hot items on the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil agenda Tuesday evening flushed out the people 
in droves. 

Both the public hearing concerning the pro¬ 
posed Sierra Madre Public Library expansion and 
improvement of the ambiguity in question by the 
Planning Commission brought several citizens to the 
microphone to explain their opinions. 

The ad hoc committee, concerning the lib¬ 
rary’s proposal for expansion, appointed by Sierra 
Madre Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan and approved 
by other City Council members, include Alan Leahy, 
Ken Crawford, John Bush, William Fulmer, Mrs. 
Charles Heiland, Mrs. Annie Scalzo, Mrs. Patri¬ 
cia Sullivan - Goss, William Thompson, Mary 
Tumilty and Charles Corp. 

The charge of this committee is to recom¬ 
mend funding of the proposed library expansion 
which comes in at just under $2 million. Also to 
be investigated by the committee is the feasibility 
cf the project. 

Mayor Buchan said, “You may want to get 
it toned down a bit if financing is not available. 
... Is this the best approach to improving the 
library? 1 look on this as a transitional library. Is 
this costing more to rehabilitate or should we 
scrub it and start fresh? If you had a full two 
stories you could get more room and it may be less 
expensive.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “1 think we 
still have some unanswered questions. . . Would 


the community really be behind a bond issue? 
Would they be behind a tax increase?” 

Dan Parker answered that when he noted 
that he had held a library card for 65 years and 
said, “Sure, it’s going to cost you something. This 
is where all our knowledge springs from which 
might make it more valuable than the schools. I 
am very, very much for expansion of the library.” 

Several members of the various library boards 
and private citizens spoke in favor of the expansion 
of the city facility. However, K. C. Eberhard, 
Marc Mueller and Gary Hood had some ques¬ 
tions. 

Eberhard and Hood worried about the parking 
problems around the grounds and corresponding 
areas. Eberhard noted “serious defects” as finan¬ 
cing and the impact on parking. 

Mueller said, “The magnitude of the job and 
constraints placed on the city bother me. I wonder 
if it should be put before the voters of this com¬ 
munity?” 

Hood said, “It’s, not easy to say something 
against the library ... I’d like to see more modern 
equipment and not expand the facility to increase 
the volume of the meeting hall.” He also sug¬ 
gested looking for enough money to find an alter¬ 
nate place (for the library). 

Two handicapped people spoke, Judy Cutler 
who, from her wheelchair, asked for a “drop box 
so we can return books without having to get

Council appoints ad hoc committee 
to investigate iibrary expansion specs 
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Save money. Use locals. 

From time to time, the same question 
concerning Sierra Madre looms: how can the 
city of Sierra Madre raise its income 
(usually through augmented tax base)? 

Within the past year, one solution has 
been suggested, it’s been said before and 
we’ll say it again. If Sierra Madre is looking 
for a money-making endeavor, how about 
building a skateboard park? 

There is a letter to the editor on page 
4 , suggesting that the city investigate 
this possibility. In the Aug. 27,1987, edition 
of the Sierra Madre News, Susan Hartley 
explored the possibility of the nearby park 
and pointed out how it would provide 
“clean” and adequate amusement for 
area children and adults, and at the same 
time assist the city In raising some much- 
needing funds. 

Hartley has been in touch with the 
Pipeline in Upland, the closest skateboard 
park where area youth and adults go to 
practice their skills. It’s 28 miles from here 
and the only one available. 

Hartley explained that there is a learn¬ 
ers’ basin, an intermediate basin and an area 
for the more expert skateboarders. Capa¬ 
city is 300 skaters and cost is $1.50 an 
hour. They also have available rentals of 
helmets, knee pads, elbow pads and, of 
course, skateboards for those who have 
not invested the $200 (or plus) for the 
’boards. And there is a snack bar at the 
Upland skateboard park, another possible 
revenue-raiser for the city. 

Hartley believes a skateboard park 
in Sierra Madre would draw young people 
from South Pasadena, San Marino, Pasa¬ 
dena, Arcadia, Temple City, Monrovia, per¬ 
haps as far as Duarte. Think of the revenue 
that would come in from such an en¬ 
deavor. 

How much would the park cost? Hart¬ 
ley believes that $20,000 would adequately 
supply the necessary reinforced concrete 
area with an additional small amount need¬ 
ed to purchase the rentals of helmets, 
knee pads, elbow pads and skateboards. 
These days that is a small investment for 
a possible gold mine. 

At this point, you readers are probably 
asking “where”? 

Hartley states that City Administrator 
Jim McRea had suggested two areas: the 
triangular area just above Heasley Field, 
and the county-owned, unused strip at the 
top of Santa Anita. 

She also quotes McRea as saying, “It 
wouldn’t be impossible for an association 
to lease some area for that purpose. They 
would have to carry their own insurance, 
but if that were done, there could be a 
skatepark here in town.” 

At the Pipeline in Upland a waiver re¬ 
lieving the park of liability must be signed 
by parents or guardians before witnesses. 

Hartley also states in her Aug. 27 piece 
in The News, “So if we can all pull to¬ 
gether maybe we can form a Skaters’ 
League and equip that skate-park just like 
the first Little League did to stop broken 
windows from stray baseballs. Already 
I have had offers from C.A.S.L., which is 
the California Amateur Skateboard League. 
Skateboarding is now an official recognized 
sport in over half a dozen countries but 
it was bom here in California ... The skate¬ 
board industry will help with fundraisers, 
but it’s up to us as supporters of safer 
skating to start the bail rolling.” 

With talent such as this right under 
our noses why do we need to hire expensive 
developers to get the job done? 

We would like to point out how the 
group of homeowners in the upper Santa 
Anita area of Sierra Madre worked until 
they saw Chantry road closed during night¬ 
time hours. We have a Homeowners/ 
Residents’ Association that pushed city 
hall Into hirir^ a code enforcement officer 
for the city. We have a Beautification Com- 
mNtae, apfx>lnted by the mayor, who works 
toward the beauty of the town and this 
group has started the sidewalk beautifi- 
oahon projects. The list never ends 

Sierra Madre has a wealth of talent. 
Talent that Is capable of all sorts of exciting 
projects within Sierra Madre. 

Let’s tap our own resources and save 
oHy coffers. Who needs another St00,000 
profeeaionai workirtg part time?

‘Lat’a build a 
akataboard park’ 

1 read with interest the 
headline story in the 
Sunday, January 10, 
1988, edition of the Star 
News entitled “Little 
Sierra Madre thinks 
about growing up.” Al¬ 
though I laud the efforts 
of City Attorney Charles 
Martin in attempting to 
help us by bringing 
“redevelopment guru” 
Fred Lyte to share his 
ideas with the Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment 
Agency on January 19, 
I am perplexed as to why 
we seem to be going to 
such extravagant 
measures when a simple 
idea for a possible gold 
mine of revenue, not to 
mention much needed, 
was presented to the 
community several months 
ago in an article in our 
own Sierra Madre News. 
This idea would not only 
“find a use for our hills,” 
but could also help to 
perserve them. 1 am 
referring to the 
article written by 
Susan Hartley in which 
she asked for help in 
establishing a skateboard 
park in Sierra Madre. 


The revenues generated 
by skateboarding are 
staggering. Take it from 
someone who knows, the 
mother of 2 skaters. The 
skaters are very particu¬ 
lar about their equip¬ 
ment and their apparel 
from the rat nuts on their 
boards to the shoes on 
their feet. And, all of it is 
revenue producing. 

More importantly, 
however, is the issue of 
safety, not only for the 
skaters, but for the 
citizens of our community 
as well. As was shown 
very clearly in Sierra 
Madre last summer, no 
one wants to be walking 
down a sidewalk and be 
run over by a skateboard. 
So an ordinance was 
implemented prohibiting 
skateboards on downtown 
sidewalks. As most 
youngsters will do when 
given no proper alter¬ 


native, they ilieii Oegun 
to make a choice bet¬ 
ween carrying their 
boards and riding them 
on the streets, which is 

even more dangerous 
both for them and the 
members of the com¬ 
munity. 

When I spoke with Mrs. 
Hartley on the phone re¬ 
garding her article, one 
of the concerns she in¬ 
dicated was expressed 
with respect to a skate¬ 
board park in Sierra 
Madre was the element 
it would draw. As she 
so succinctly put it, 
skaters are athletes and 
must be straight because 
there is no way a young¬ 
ster can be strung out 
on drugs or alcohol and 
maintain the balance and 
coordination needed to 
ride a skateboard. She is 
right. Add to that the 
tremendous amount of 
time and effort the 


skaters devote to chorxsing 
their wearing aparel, 
one would have to won¬ 
der what element is being 
referred to. 

The skaters need a safe 
place to skate. The com¬ 
munity needs to get them 
off the .streets. The hills 
are conducive to the 
ramps and bowls needed 
for a skateboard park, 
which, by the way, at 
other skateboard parks, 
are made available to 
bicyclists and roller 
skaters as well. Skate¬ 
boarding is a large 
revenue producing 
activity. Think about it 
the next time you drive 
home through east 
Pasadena or Arcadia 
and on through Sierra 
Madre. Count the skate¬ 
boarders along the way. 

Sometimes it doesn’t 
take and idea from a guru 
on the outside to solve 
our problems. Sometimes 
it just takes the love and 
concern of a mother in 
our own backyard who 
cared to write an article 
for our local newspaper 
putting forth an idea that 
could benefit us all.

Most travelers in Baja 
California choose the 
costal route, through 
Tijuana and Ensenada 
and thence points south, 
swinging over to the gulf 
side only after traveling 
some 600 miles below 
the border. 

For those who have 
tried some, or all of this 
route, a far shorter trek 
offers a chance to ex¬ 
perience the gulf side of 
Baja which, in winter, 
presents and intriguing 
variation to the Baja 
scene. In summer it is 
uninviting, except to 
those who thrive in tem¬ 
peratures in the 120s. 

The border town of 
Mexicali is a small ver¬ 
sion of Tijuana, com¬ 
plete with bull ring, 
boistrous peddlers and 
small boys who rush up 
to your car and smear 
the windshield liberally 
with water, demanding a 


quarter to remove the 
mess by “cleaning it.” 

The transition from 
Calexico to Mexicali is 
as dramatic as the one 
into Tijuana. One 
moment you are in the 
good ol’ U.S.A., with 
all its amenities; the next, 
with the wave of an 
official’s hand, you are 
in a very foreign coun¬ 
try, with different people, 
different customs and a 
very different economy. 

You are instantly aware 
of being a foreigner. 
The people may be 
friendly, and most are, 
but their way of life is 
not ours. Of particu¬ 
lar note is the difference 
in their driving philoso¬ 
phy and you are glad you 
stopped for Mexican 
insurance before crossing. 
Disaster seems eminent

The classics give 
a humanizing glimpse ot 
a whole historical society, 
since a play must be 
reasonably popular in its 
own time to survive at all. 

The AADA Third

season seems dedicated 
to 200 years of 
giggles. The two 
productions which will 
be alternating in their 
Charles Jehlinger 
Theater are “The Rivals” 
by Richard Brinsley 
Sheriday, written in the 
late 1700s and “Charley's 


Aunt'' by Brandon 
Thomas, arguably the 
most popular farce ever 
written if the number of 
amateur productions, 
as well as professional 
ones, be taken into account. 
The tale of the two young 
Englishmen who invent 
an aunt to chaperone their 
lady friends has been a 
theatrical cliche for a 
sure-fire crowd pleaser 
ever since it was written 
in 1892. 

“The Rivals,” another 
comedy of manners, has 
given the dictionary a 
word. A “Malapropism” 
is a standard device of 
high comedy: the sub¬ 
stitution of a similar 
sounding word for the 
one which would be suit¬ 
able. Mrs. Malaprop, 
mother of the heroine of 
“The Rivals,” gave her 
name to these accidental 
non-sequiters. 


Although the AADA 
productions sometimes 
only run for one week¬ 
end, making a review of 
them difficult, this time 
more performances are 
planned.
